in which tbe salaries of the county 
officers wore fixed ia 1803. 


After repeated refusals of tbo Demo- 


cratic senator of Fresno county to die- 
cues the ealary question, the under- 
eigned introduced a bill in the assembly 
to lower the salaries of the county 
officers of Fresno county from 20 to 35 
per cent. Together with all bills of like 
nature, this bill was referred to the 
county government committee, and was 
incorporated by this committee in the 
regular county government bill. 


This bill was amended in tbe senate 


(after tbe passage of tbe bill creating 
Mader* county) and the salaries were 
increased—in fact the old rates were re- 
etored in all but three instances to the 
best of my recollection. 


The amended bill camo back to tbe 


assembly on the day of adjournment, 
when it was too late to make any altera- 
tion, and as the bill was eatisfactory to 
all of the representatives but those of 
Fresno county, it passed with but two 
dissenting votes, viz.: those of Mr. Mor- 
decai and the undereigned. 


H. J. T. JACOBSKS. 


The facts stated by Mr. Jacobsen have 


been pnbliehed before, but in the inter- 
val which elapsed since that time they 
have doubtless become a dim recollection 
in the minde of many citizens of this 
county. It is but justice to that gentle- 
man and the political parties which ho 
represented that they should ba again 
published. 


They show tbat tbe Republican-Pop- 


ulist representative of Fresno Bounty 
in the assembly of 1893 introduced and 
secured the passage of a bill by that 
body reducing tbe salary rates fixed at 
the previous session 
by Democratic 


repreeentativee, at tbe instigation of 
Democratic ollice holders, from 20 to 35 
per cent, and tbat the bill was "turned 
down" by the Democratic representa- 
tives tn the senate and the then existing 
rates practically restored.

Aa we have 
gone over the condition of the market 
here fully, we do not eeo tbat we can 
add to our former advices in this partic- 
ular any more than to Bay tbat many of 
the raisin a which are held in thia mar- 
ket are badly damaged stock, and very 
Btndy. 


This condition has caused a further 


demoralization o! the market, and will 
undoubtedly affect the consumption. 
Tbe suicidal policy of attempting to foist 
upon the consumere of the East etock 
which is unfit for consumption will 
eurely react upon tbe California ship- 
pers and bring about a further demoral- 
ized condition, which must affect dis- 
astrously all wbo are engaged either in 
the production or the distribution of 
these products. 


We think that you owe it to tbe indus- 


try to attempt to create a feeling in your 
community which will tend to discoun- 
tenance such practices, and assure you 
tbat as far BQ distributors are concerned, 
in our modest way we ohall be glad to 
do everything which liee in our power 
to advance ouch a movement.

Any 
ieeeuro of vnhies that tbua fnrtutn nn 
njuet (lif.lribution of tho products of 
ibor, th&t deprivoD the producer of the 
ruita of liia toil, ctita down WH^OB end 
rolltf), thftruby dc-etroyo tlie inceiitivo 
o euturprii;e, loads to loiluetriat atn^na- 
ion, enforced idleness, <lietrean and 
ublic tuff or inc. 
"Tlie products of labor are divided 


oto three general shares. One Bhure 
oeg as interests aud rqote to the money- 
cnder nml landlord, tlie capitaliBle who 
o not productively uec their own capi- 
al, who eeek to avoid tho riska of pro- 
uction, A second share ^oes ui proiita 
o employers; a third share goes as 
wanes to WSRO earners. The interest 


bargee nnd rente are to A great degree 
xed and profits and wageB are subject 
o ureat fluctuationa. Thia being BO, it 


clear that anything that rednceo the 


otal money value of the products of It- 
or mnat iocreaae the share o! the 
jioncy-lender and creditor though nom- 
nally fixed, aud decrease thoeuare to 
e divided among em ploy era and wage 
hroere. It IB equally clear that to in- 
eane the value of money mast de> 
rodfle the value of the products of labor 
nd therefore enrich the creditor at the 
joenee of the debtor. 
"Ohaneea In tho value of money have 
areely influenced tbe movement of 
rices during tho last halt century, and 
ere great factors in the price move- 
ientfl during one loos period. During 
ie quarter century following the gold 
iacoverica 
in California, there 
vrafl 


ucb progress in the line ol invention, 
uch introducing of labor-Bavin? ma- 
hinery, much choapunini: ia the labor 
oat ot production. Thie, on your theory, 
lioald have caused 
steadily falling 


rices. But what happened? The out* 
onrlnge of gold cheapened gold to A 
•eater degree than commodities were 
leapened, and tho retmlt was that 
rieea were in general 30 percent higher 
t the end of this period than at tbe be* 
Doing. Then what happened? We, 
long with many other nations, clotted 
ur minta to silver. 
"And now, juet one word as to tbe 
econd resolution, to which you take ex- 
option. Tbla resolution declares, and 
ou admit; it, that tbe pnrpoae of your 
irrency bill is to cause the retirement 
! our national greenback currency and 
U government paper money and the 
ubetitution of bank notes. Thie you 
old to bo desirable. Why? Would it 
ot give the banks tbe power to regulate 
ur foreign exchanges, tho power to 
beck gold exports by contraction and 
y screwing down accommodation 
to 


merchants BO as to force them to throw 


ieir products on the market at prices 
t which our foreign creditors would 
ather take such products than oar 
old? Would it not thus relieve the 
reasary of the burden of providing for 
old redemptions, and make the banka 
uprcme? Thie we hold to be undeeir- 
blo. 
'•It would make tho banks guardian 
ver our volume of lucmey, and so of our 
leasnre ol values; it would enable tbe 
an ks, working in the interest of tho 
peculators, to cauoe movements in 
rices with great certainty, enable them 
o depress priceo by contracting tbe cur- 
oncy and raiaa prices by expanding the 
nmo. It would make the banks the 
nasten nnd many the slaves, end wonld 
nrich the few and impoverish the roul- 
itude. 


"In the statement you recently made 


before the house committee on banking 
nd currency i& support of your bill, you 
ay, and repeat thia truism, 'that the 
oea the government owes, the leai it 
will have to pay.' Yet your plan in- 


olv®9 tho proposition of the retirement 
f our national paper currency 
and 


reenbackfl upon which we pay no in- 
ereat at all, and the iaanance of bonds 
n its stead in the sum of $200,000,000, 
vbicti we eh all owe, and upon which we 
hall bo required to pay interest. The 
nconsistency of your otatement *nd 
our plan teems glaring. 
"We oppose your currency bill be* 
anee, aa has been well said 'it u a bill 
to provide for the abdication of the 
overeign powers of tho government to 
tio banks for strengthening the hands of 
d« speculative cliques, enriching the 
ow and impoverishing the many.'"

boxes tbia season. 


"WecoDBervativelyeDtimate tlmt the 


production of orangee next year in tbia 
county will be about 300 carloads," eaitl 
A. L. Hobbsof the Hobba-Paruoiie Com- 
pany to a REPUUUCAN reporter yester- 
day. "Many more trees will come into 
bearing next season, and there will be 
large increases tor tbe next few years. 


"We are early in the market witb our 


fruit. Our southern competitors are a 
little later and beeidea their first or- 
anges are not na good as those of 
Freeno county. This will always be a 
great advantage to tbe 
industry in 


Fresno county. 


"Thefrnly trouble with our oranges fc 


tbat they are too large. A smaller eize 
IB more merchantable. The trade de- 
manda the smaller fruit. A retailor ap* 
pears to be more liberal when lie pute a 
dozen "ranges in the bag instead of four 
or fire larger onea for tne same amount 
of money. The smaller fruit will also go 
around further on the tables, 


"Thie defect of our fruit will disap- 


pear in a few years when tbe trees grow 
older. The oranges will then become 
smaller. Yea, I think Fresno county 
Iiao a great future in the line of growing 
citrua fruits." 


Captain Yost of Cantcrville elates 


that tbo shipment of oranges from 
3angor thia year amounted to 12,000 
boxea or forty cars. About 4000 fcoxug 
oE leiuona were shipped. These wore 
all grown in tba Kings river dietrict.
